WASHINGTON, July 20—Reduction units had been placed upon the "ln- 


of the United States army to a peuce- 
luie strength of cnc..hundrcd • and fifty 
thousand men will be accomplished by. 
July '31, In accordance .with the deci- 
sion of congress when it refused to 
appropriate funds for pay of n (rrcater 
force after October 1. With the re- 
duction. • Secretary Weeks announced 
today, there would be a general redis- 
tribution of troops, practical abandon- 
ment of seven ,of the great war time 
urmy cantonments, placement of nmny; 
organizations on the inactive- list and 
skeltoniMtion of others Into, material- 
ly reduced strengths. 


The cantonments to be abandoned 


'at the earliest practicable date," :as 
announced-by Bwrctary Weeks 
are: 


Devaus. Mass.; Sherman, Ohio; Pike, 
Arkansas; 
Grunt, Illinois; Jackson, 


South 
Carolina: 
Mead, , Maryland, 


except for a small detachment, and 
Bragg, North Carolina. Those to be 
retained under the plans' of reorgani- 
zations are Dlx.'New Jersey;-Travis. 
Texas; Lewis, Washington; nnd Knox, 
Kentucky. 
The War Secretary-said it was his 


plan eventually to remove all troops 
from the cantonments to be vacated 
and to salvage the greater.part of jthe 
buildings. It was not his purpose; he 
said, to sell the land, but to retain it 
as Well as the utilities and improve- 
ments such as storehouses, water sys- 
tems and railroad tracks.

these would tie used if future appro- 
priations permitted' an expansion of 
the citizens' military training camps.
